H ungarians proves the contention of 
the 
allied 
governments 
that 
the 
separation of Hungary was merely a 
blind to secure better peace term s 
from the conquerors. 
The outcome of the communist gov­ 
ernment in Russia should have given 
pause to the people of Hungary *u ad 
bering to the soviet program, but it 
was of uo avail to offer advice to the 
crazed anarchists who are determined 
to ruin what they cannot rule, and 
now the Austrians me going to try 
the same sort 
of 
a "government, 
which Is really opposed by Its basic 
principles to all government. 
Modern communism may Ie* said to 
date from the Unto of the siege of 
''H a ris , when the 
same vicious 
cie 
meets which have since masqueraded 
under the name of "U n iversal Broth­ 
erhood.” and are in effect the same 
organization as our I 
\\. VV. or the 
Russian Bolshevik!, attempted to de 
Btroy the republic rather than permit 
the country at large to rule tile low er 
classes of Paris. 
The commune else­ 
where in France 
was of 
the same 
sort, without the same raison d'etre— 
namely, the glory of Paris above all 
other considerations. 
It was at that 
time that “ bourgeois" first got 
lls 
evil significance. 
Austria is still as German as ever, 
and perhaps as much devoted to the 
Hapsburgs as 
any vicious 
pepople 
can ever be devoted to a ruling class 
which interferes with their inherent 
rights 
to commit murder, arson and 
robbery with impunity. 
'Pile Hungarians have alw ays been 
a 
turbulent people, 
but those 
who 
fought for the republic under Kossuth 
and the other 
leaders are not 
the 
class who are now fighting for the 
commune. 
These latter are the rats 
who were w illing to desert the sink­ 
ing Hapsburg ship, and who live upon 
offal and fight for themselves against 
all others. 
Frivolous, given to all v i c e . treacher­ 
ous and cruel, the Viennese are prone 
to try every new tiling, despite their 
centuries of 
conservative 
monarch 
worship. 
In the midst of their worst 
reverses the Vienna 
populace 
took 
tim e to dance and commit all sorts 
of vicious abuses, and now that they 
find there Is an end of their dreams 
of world empire as the consort of im ­ 
perial Germ any, they are willing lo 
scuttle the shit. and fight for the few 
planks that remain. 


W hat the end will he no one can 
foretell with accuracy, but it w ill un­ 
doubtedly mean not only the doom 
of 
the Hapsburg empire, 
but 
the 
dissolution of the Germ anic rem nant 
of the dual monarchy. 


Absorption by 
the Slavonian 
race 
m ay come out of the final disaster, 
for the Austrians 
are 
not a strong 
people. 
T h eir only arts are those of 
peace, and such as flourish in tim es 
of ignominious ease. 
Music 
of 
the 
frothy sort, painting and sculpture of 
the voluptuous class that marked the 
decadence of the Roman empire, the 
cult of Mammon and Terpsichore 
all these indicate that there is little 
foundation to the Austrian character. 
A 
few sections 
of 
the old dual 
m onarchy produced 
virile 
men and 
women— the Tyrol, a part of Bavaria. 
Bohem ia— these alone produced men 
of the sort that dominated Ita ly in 
the 
old days before 
the 
vices 
of 
Sodom and Gomorrah had degraded 
the Austrians to a lower level than 
those they replaced when the empire 
was first founded. 
Now the commune. 
And it remains 
to be seen if the degenerate, effem­ 
inate Austrians can stand the strain 
of life under the popular rule; 
the 
life that seeks its diversions in the 
sawdust basket under the headsman s 
axe, and that expresses its artistic 
soul in the slaughter of the inoffen­ 
sive. 
It would be interesting to calculate 
how long a Bolshevik republic could 
endure in pleasure-mad, vice-control­ 
led Vienna.

any general organization of anarch- 
i -ta. 
True, whenever out of the coun­ 
try ’s masses of ignorant aliens some 
desperado or 
fanatic 
lues 
hurled

bomb or otherwise attempted to slay 
seine leader of the people, there has 
gone forth a hue and a cry that or­ 
ganized anarchy was rife. 
But

has disclosed the fact that the out­ 
rage was tho act of an individual, or, 
at most, of a small 
group 
Such 
groups have been known to exist for 
years past in numerous cities, includ­ 
ing Paterson, N. J., Baltim ore, Ph ila­ 
delphia.

ANOTHER FIASCO. 


W hile the 
senate w as 
discussing 
the question of the manner in which 
the Gorman 
peace treaty 
got 
into 
private hands In New York, the ques­ 
tion w as answ ered hy the declaration 
that a correspondent of the Chicago 
Tribune 
brought 
It 
to tills country 
and that his paper syndicated it to 
new spapers all over the country, the 
first 
installm ent appearing 
in Mon­ 
day m orning issues. 
W hile this did not stop either the 
Republican argum ent or the ‘‘in ves­ 
tigation," the opportunity was eagerly 
grasped by 
the Borah-LiKige 
clique 
and the Tribune 
copy was 
ordered 
printed in the C ongressional Record, 
so 
now everyone 
who 
reads 
that 
periodical may know what the Ger­ 
man 
peace treaty is, 
before 
it 
is 
finally adopted 
ami 
while 
negotia­ 
tions are still proceeding. 
That this 
w ill 
be of little 
value to 
anybody 
does not enter into the question ho 
far as the Idaho M assachusetts com ­ 
bine is concerned. 
It now- occurs to many that if it 
was improper for anyone to give out 
the inform ation to the “great inter­ 
ests" which Senator Lodge spoke of, 
how much worse is It to give it to the 
pubic, even through the medium of 
the C ongressional Record? 
And if the correspondent of a Chi­ 
cago paper could 
secure Hie 
copy, 
why is it improper for anyone else to 
have 
it? 
Naturally, 
the 
new spaer 
does not go to the trouble and e x ­ 
pense 
of 
getting tile 
treaty in 
its 
hands for the purpose of suppressing 
it 
W hat worries the senators is that 
som eone had a copy of the treaty as 
offered to 
the German 
delegation, 
w hile the senate was calm ly ignored 
in the m atter. 
And that is 
what 
hurts our house of lords. 
H ow ever, according to our constitu­ 
tion the senate is no more entitled to 
advance inform ation on 
tile subject 
of Hie treaty than the hum blest citi­ 
zen. 
The senate 
has no pow er 
to 
enter into the discussion of the treaty 
with the representatives of the great 
pow ers, and their only concern with 
the docum ent really begins after it 
has been accepted and signed by the 
contracting 
powers. 
T heir 
pow ers 
even then do not extend to any altera­ 
tion of the docum ent, and Hie only 
thing they can 
do is 
to refuse 
to 
ratify it. even should Hie president 
decide to subm it it for ratification. 
And the senate cannot even com pepl 
him to subm it it if he does not want 
to. 
j 
As has frequently been the case of 
late years, tile .senate wants to usurp 
tho executive functions, as it has also 
on 
various 
occasions 
usurped 
the 
judicial, 
forgetting 
that 
the 
only 
powers of the senate are confined to 
legislative action. 
For 
political purposes 
only, 
the 
senate is determ ined 
to 
reject 
the 
peace treaty iii advance of its being 
signed. 
T his is so evident that even 
the foreign countries need no te sti­ 
mony to convince them more thorough­ 
ly. 
And so tile senators were annoy­ 
ed at not having som e basis on which 
to act before the president form ally 
lays the treaty before them.

London, June 12.— Of all the social 
changes brought about 
in England 
by the war, none are of a more re­ 
volutionary nature than the changed 
customs and 
rules at 
Buckingham 
Palace. The British royal family has 
i aught step with 
the trend 
of the 
J times, as evidenced by Hie democra­ 
tic. atmosphere now surrounding the 
court and the 
relaxation 
of royal 
etiquette to an extent that would not 
have been thought possible a few 
years ago. 
One of Hie strictest rules of court 
etiquette before 
the war 
was that. 
no person could meet tile King or 
Queen at any social function or en­ 
tertainment who had not been for­ 
mally prosecuted to tlieir Majesties 
at a levee or a court. 
But this rule 
has new been abolished. 
Both .heir 
Majesties during the war met a num­ 
ber of people who 
iii the 
ordinary 
way would not have been brought in­ 
to social contact with royalty. 
Numbers of officers who held com- 
partively humble positions 
in 
civil 
life were invited to 
lunch at 
Buck­ 
ingham Palace to meet the King and 
Queen. 
For example, a man who in 
pre-war days ran a newspaper stand 
in a little town in Hie north of Eng­ 
land and also won Ilia commission 
during the fighting at Ypres, when in 
London on leave was invited to birn ii 
at tho Palace with 
three other 
of­ 
ficers in iiis regiment, one a peer’s 
son and the other a near relative of 
a member of the royal household. 
A woman who was 
a 
superinten­ 
dent at a munitions factory visited 
by Queen Mary, and who there had 
a long conversation with 
her 
Ma­ 
jesty, 
received 
subsequently 
the 
honor of an invitation to afternoon 
tea with the Queen. 
If the old rules of 
etiquette 
h a l 
.till prevailed, their Majesties would 
have been prevented 
from 
meeting 
many people whom they desired to 
meet. 
Old rules were therefore abo­ 
lished, and it is not at all likely they 
will ho renewed. 
Another 
strict rule of 
court 
eti­ 
quette which lins been abolished was 
one to the effect that when the King 
and Queen, or any member 
of Hie 
royal family, made an afternoon call 
on any of their friends, the host and 
hostess of the royal visitors had to 
deny themselves 
to 
other 
callers 
while their royal guests were with 
them. 
Recently 
Queen 
Mary 
paid 
an 
afternoon visit to 
a woman 
whom 
her .Majesty had met during the war 
at one of the numerous 
charity en­ 
tertainments. 
The 
woman 
was of 
course informed of the (Queen’s wish 
to pay her a visit, hut she was also 
instructed by one of the equerries at 
the Palace that it was the Queen's 
wish that her Majesty's visit, should 
not interfere with lier receiving any 
other of her friends whom she might 
desire to see at lier house during the 
time of the royal visit. 
Tile three most ceremonious courts 
in Europe—the German, Russian, and 
Austrian 
have disappeared. At those 
which remain, 
much 
attention 
to 
ceremony was 
never 
paid. 
King 
George has never attached much im­ 
portance to such th u g s, while the 
Prince of Wales attaches less. There 
are, indeed, some people in Hie en­ 
tourage of the King and Queen who 
fear that, under Hie influence of toe 
democratically 
minded heir 
to the 
throne, the court 
may 
become so 
denuded of all ceremony that Buck­ 
ingham Palace may come to resemble 
the establishment 
of a 
republican 
president rattier than that of a great 
hereditary monarch. 


The fears of 
Hie 
older-fashioued 
members of the royal 
household do 
not trouble either of their Majesties 
very greatly. 
The opinions held by 
King George on the 
subject 
were 
strikingly 
evidenced in the 
recent 
marriage of Princess Patricia of Con­ 
naught and Commander Ramsey. 
If 
the Princess had married 
Hie naval 
officer in pre-war days, 
court 
eti­ 
quette would have required that lier 
gallant husband should 
have 
been 
raised to the peerage and an earl­ 
dom conferred on him. 
As a matter 
of fact this point was discussed ut a 
gathering of various members of the 
loyal family prior to the marriage. 
“A commander of the Royal Navy,” 
said his Majesty, 
“holds as 
honor­ 
able a title today as a duke,” and it 
was thereupon settled that the Prin­ 
cess should drop her 
royal style — 
which wras entirely 
in 
accordance 
with lier own wish.
